Of  the  excellent  and  diversified  group  of  Paintings  offered  in 
the  present  sale,  many  are  from  noted  collections.  Most  of  them 
are  strikingly  livable  in  character,  which  is  after  all  the  acid  test  of 
a painting.  The  element  of  good  taste  predominates  throughout  and 
will  at  once  be  obvious  to  discriminating  collectors. 

Sir  Thomas  Lawrence  is  represented  by  very  fine  portraits  of 
the  King  of  Rome  and  the  Duchess  of  Buccleuch  and  Child; 
Hogarth  by  “Peg  Woffington” ; Cosway  by  a charming  important 
example. 

From  various  collections  are  works  by  Constable,  a small  rich 
landscape  of  the  Dedham  country;  by  John  Bernay  Crome,  one 
of  his  rare  and  brilliant  moonlight  scenes;  by  Lhermitte,  a powerful 
delineation  of  French  life;  by  John  Lewis  Brown,  the  greatest 
master  of  French  hunting  scenes,  one  of  his  finest  and  most  colorful 
works;  by  Adrian  Veerburgh  of  Leyden,  seldom  met  at  public 
sales,  an  exquisite  genre  subject;  by  Clays,  one  of  the  best  things 
he  ever  did.

There  are  also  offered  two  striking  historical  and  recently  re- 
discovered portraits  of  Lola  Mentez,  the  great  adventuress  and 
beauty  of  the  Forties  and  Fifties,  and  of  Charles  James  Fox,  British 
orator  and  statesman,  and  defender  of  the  American  Colonies.

With  regard  to  the  next  six  lots,  they  come  to  us  with  the 
following  history: 

The  “Santa  Barbara,”  attributed  to  Francesco  Mazzuola, 
and  the  “Santa  Teresa,”  attributed  to  Ribera,  were  found  hid- 
den between  double  walls  in  a house  in  Gimigliano,  near  Catan- 
zaro,  Italy.  Situated  on  a lofty  headland  surrounded  by  a 
chain  of  mountains  along  the  Appenini,  Gimigliano  was  three 
times  invaded  and  ravaged  by  Napoleon’s  troops.  The  inhabi- 
tants, being  lovers  of  their  works  of  art,  by  all  means  in  their 
power  secreted  them  from  the  soldiery,  placing  them  in  caves, 
dry  wells  and  double  walls. 

There  lived  in  Gimigliano  a merchant  of  wax  and  honey, 
one  Francesco  Pietro  Paolo  Paonessa,  born  there  in  1763, 
dying  106  years  later  in  1869.  Shortly  after  the  last  Napoleonic 
invasion  of  the  locality  in  1807,  Paonessa  discovered  the  present 
pictures  in  an  old  house  purchased  by  him.  Eater  he  bought 
in  Leghorn  the  “Santa  Brigita.” 

The  three  paintings  were  inherited  by  Mrs.  Maria  Paon- 
essa, who  in  1898  emigrated  to  the  United  States.  She  dis- 
closed to  Mr.  Joseph  Merante  and  Mr.  John  Mete,  husbands 
of  her  two  daughters,  where  the  pictures  had  again  been 
secreted.  In  1911  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Merante  visited  Italy, 
located  the  paintings,  and  later  they  were  brought  to  America, 
when  they  were  given  by  Mrs.  Paonessa  to  her  daughters. 

The  remaining  three  pictures — ^“The  Presentation,”  “The 
Visitation”  and  “San  Martin” — were  owned  by  Mr.  Joseph 
Merante  and  Mr.  John  Mete.  Their  former  owner  was  Joseph 
P.  Mete,  Sr.,  who  was  pensioned  by  the  Italian  Government 
when  he  retired  at  the  age  of  70. 

All  of  the  foregoing  paintings  have  been  examined  and  cer- 
tified to  by  Prof.  Pasquale  Farina,  of  Philadelphia.

This  portrait  constitutes  a page  of  history.  Fox,  born  1749, 
died  1806,  was  perhaps  the  greatest  English  orator  of  his  day, 
the  sworn  foe  of  the  slave  trade,  and  the  defender  of  the 
American  Colonies  in  ])arliament.  On  Pitt’s  death  he  became 
Secretary  for  Foreign  Affairs  and  the  foremost  figure  in  Eng- 
land’s public  life.  His  career  was  almost  unique  among  British 
statesmen,  for  it  was  passed  well-nigh  wholly  in  opposition. 
But  he  was  a very  human  person ; he  lived  to  the  hilt,  and 
despite  all  his  tremendous  labors  was  a hard  liver  and  drinker. 
The  present  fine  portrait,  which  the  consignor  has  purposely 
left  unrestored,  was  undoubtedly  painted  on  one  of  Fox’s  visits 
to  Paris,  where  he  came  much  in  contact  with  Bonaparte.  He 
sat  twice  to  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds,  and  is  buried  in  Westminster 
Abbey.

well.”  She  has  been  written  of  by  Edmund  d’Auvergne,  her 
latest  biographer,  as  “the  last  of  that  long  and  illustrious  line 
of  women,  reaching  back  beyond  Cleopatra  and  Aspasia,  before 
whom  kings  bent  in  homage,  and  by  whose  personality  they 
openly  confess  themselves  to  be  swayed.  . . . Europe 

worshipped  her  as  a goddess ; she  associated  with  the  most 
highly  gifted  men  of  her  time  . . . she  overthrew  the 

ablest  plotters  and  intriguers  in  Europe,  foiled  the  policy  of 
Metternich.”  Lola  IMontez  was  born  in  Ireland  in  1818  and 
died  in  America  in  1861.  Pifani  was  an  Italian  painter  resi- 
dent in  the  LTnited  States,  and  took  her  portrait  on  one  of  her 
trips  to  this  country.  Portraits  of  her  are  rare.
